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FIRST ‘ZONE ONE’ BAN 
S LIFTED IN FLY WAR 


Quarantine Extended by 
Government in Southern 
and Western States. 


Jacksonville, Fla., June 8.—(P)— 
Lifting of the first “zone one,” or in- 
fested area, in Florida's fight against 
the Mediterranean fly was made to- 
day by the state plant board, which 


rescinded original orders that had re- 
sulted in the designation as zone one 
of an area surrounding an infestation 
at Boone Park at Jacksonville. 

The board also removed zone two 
surrounding the infested area for a 
distance of nine miles in every direc- 
tion. 

As‘a result all of Duval county has 
been placed in zone three with permis- 
sion to ship within and outside the 
state all fruits and vegetables proper- 
ly inspected in accordance with fed- 
eral quarantine regulations. 

Orders already have been issued for 
withdrawal of troops from the county, 
which have been on duty guarding 
against the transportation.of host com- 
mmlities, plant board members said. 

The action of the state plant board 
in restoring the Jacksonville area to 
its original status was taken with the 
consent of the plant quarantine and 
control administration of the United 
States department of agriculture. It 
resulted, board members say, after an 
inspection had indicated that the area 
was free of infestation. : 


FLY QUARANTINE 


IS EXTENDED. 

Washington, June 8.~(#)—Exten- 
sion of the Mediterranean fruit fly 
quarantine to prevent reshipment of 
Florida host fruits and vegetables into 
southern and western states and Porto 
Rico from the northeast, was placed in 
effect today by the department of agri- 
culture. 

The new regulation, affecting only 
those states in which direct shipment 
from Florida is already prohibited, is 
also intended to furnish the basis for 
the prompt handling of any infesta- 
tions which may later be discovered in 
other states. No restriction was 
placed by the order on any shipment 
of products originating outside of 
Florida, as this is the only state defi- 
nitely known to have fruit fly infesta- 
tion. 

The states to which reshipment is 
now prohibited are Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas, California, Georgia, Idaho, 
Louisiana, Mississsippi Nevada, New 
Mexico, North Carolina, Oklahoma,

Los Angeles, Cal., June 8—The ottt- 
come of the British election was not 
a surprise to me. I had said I was 
certain the retiring premier, Mr. Bald- 
win, might have five or ten majority, 
insufficient to carry-on, 

Mr. Baldwin has met a smashing 
defeat, although not like that in 1906, 
when there were only 85 conservatives 
left in the house of commons. Now 
there are 258, Nevertheless, the de- 
feat is severe. 

I did not welcome a labor govern- 
ment when it was formed before, with 
the help of liberals, but 1 did not fear 
it. The substantial safety of the Brit- 
ish government is the permanent civil 
service, 

Ramsay MacDonald's last govern- 
ment was not strictly a labor govern- 
ment. ‘There were seven old liberals 
who had become labor. It cannot be 
said that the labor government was a 
complete failure. It was not. Mac- 
Donald made a very good foreign min- 


ister. 
Needs Liberals. 

How will the liberals go? MacDon- 
ald cannot carry-on without the as- 
sistance of the liberals. What will 
Lloyd George, sole leader of the liber- 
al party, do? Frankly, I don’t know. 
Lloyd George, leader of the party in 
the house of commons, and Sir Her- 
bert Samuel, organizer outside, have 
both said, *“‘No compact with labor.” 

It is clear Mr. Baldwin has assume] 
that liberals and labor will work to- 
gether. In any case, the liberals hold 
the balance of power. 

King George is ill, but not se ill he 
cannot conduct the work in the change 
of government. No party, not even 
a labor party, will wish to embarrass 
him, 

I can see the one political genius 
in England smiling now, Lloyd George. 
He holds the situation in his hands. 
He can vote with the conservatives or 
with labor. How will he, go? 

Labor hates him, but all men love 
power, and MacDonald will hold out 
the olive branch of peace to Lloyd 
George. 

My prophesies have come true 
The liberals have shared in the in- 
crease with labor over conservatives, 
but have not altered their proportion- 
ate representation in the house of 
commons. They are where they were. 

Destroys Numbers. 

The labor vote has not eaten into 
conservative representation on the 
whole, but it has steadily destroyed 
liberal representation. Let me say 
this for the members of the labor 
party: 

They are loyal to the crown. They 
are not enemies of the royal house. 
There are a few extremists, but they 
count for nothing in the general make- 
up of the labor party.

PLANS LAID FOR KETTLE CREEK MEMORIAL 


Georgia Tobe Commemorated | 


Washington, Ga., June 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Machinery was set in motion 
Friday for suitably marking Kettle 
Creek battle field in Wilkes county, 
ten miles from Washington, whicli 
was the scene of one of the decisive 


battles of the Revolutionary war. On 
this historic spot on February 14, 
1779 the American forces commanded 
by Elijah Clark, of Georgia, and Col- 
onel Pickens, of South Carolina, sur- 
prised the British under General Boyd 
at sunrise and British rule in Georgia 
was broken. 


Through the untiring efforts of the 
women of the Kettle Creek chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
© government appropriation of $2,- 
000, has been secured, available July 
1, and now after a lapse of a cen- 
tury and a half a handsome granite 
shaft will be erected dn “War Hill’ 
to commemorate the valor of the men 
of revolution days who followed the 
intrepid and resourceful Clarks and 
— in one of the most remark- 
able campaigns of the war for Amer- 
ican independence. 

Commissioned by the government to 
have charge. of selection of the site 
and other details of marking this 
historic spot, Captain R. T. Edwards, 
of the Fourth Corps Area, Atlanta. 
was in Washington Friday to meet 
with representatives of the D. A. Rh. 
and other patriotic organizations 
here. A visit to the battlefield was 
made and a site selected on the 
crest of famous “War Hill.” overlook- 
ing Kettle Creek, as the most suitable 
place for the monument or memorial 
tablet. 

A deed to twelve acres of land sur- 
rounding the spot is held by the 
local chapter of D. A. R. This prop- 
erty will be deeded to the government 
and the property will be cleared up 
and beautified to make it one of the 
show places of this section.

Washington, June 8.—(/)—Farm 
leaders in congress received with con- 
siderable interest today the forecast 
of the department of agriculture that 
the winter wheat crop on the basis 
of June i indications showed a prob- 
able production of 622.148,000 bushels 
-——more than 43,000,000 bushels in- 
crease over last year. 

In view of the general concensus 
that the farmer’. difficulties cannot 
he surmounted without an orderly dis- 
position of the surplus, the news that 
a further expansion of the already 
substantial excess of wheat appears 
to be in store was regarded by many 
members of congress as serving to

The 622,148,000 bushels forecast by 
the department of agriculture repre- 
wented an increase of 4 per cent over 
the indicated condition as of May 1, 
and compared with the five-year aver- 
age of 549,000,000 bushels and the 
1928 crop of 579,000,000 bushels. ‘The 
increase since May 1-was ascribed by 
the department mainly to favorable 
rainfall in the great plains states 
from Kansas to Texas, in which a 
total increase of 31,000,000 bushels is 
anticipated. In most other states a 
slight change downward was reported. 


Condition Better. 


The condition of the winter wheat 
crop was given as 79.6 per cent of 
normal, compared with 73.6 per cent 
on June 1, 1928, and a ten-year aver- 
age of 78.2 per cent.

London, June 8.—(4)—The British 
| government tonight was under the di- 
‘rection of labor, and that party had 
,entered upon its second administra- 
ition today amid many evidences of 
| popular good will. 
In formal! dress, Ramsay MacDonald, 
‘the new prime minister, and his col- 
‘Jeagues called today on King George 
at Windsor castle, where so many sim- 
ilar historic ceremonies have been held, 
and received the seals of office which 
the conservadives had surrendered as 
the result of the general election on 
May 30 

The new political chiefs of the na- 
j tion plunged immediately into their 
| tasks with a short informal meeting at 
(10 Downing street, The cabinet will 
‘meet again on Monday morning to 
| work out the labor program for solv- 
‘ing domestic and international prob- 
‘lems of state. 


Woman Is Cheered. 


Ovations from metropolitan throngs 
greeted the ministers, both while they 
were going to and returning from 
Windsor. The premier shared the lime- 
light with his minister of labor, Miss 
Margaret Bondfield, the first of her 
sex to hold a post in the British cab- 
inet. 

The crowds today singled out this 
pleasant-faced woman, who looks 
yopunger than her 56 years, who has 
broken through centuries of tradition 
to take a place beside men in the 
highest council of the nation. Wear- 
ing a bright velvet hat with a narrow 
white band, a white blouse and a long 
black coat, she appeared less nervous 
than her male colleagues. 

“Oh, dear, no!” she laughed easily 
when asked if she was excited at the 
| prospect of the career before her. 

“After 40 years of blazing a trail one 
ceases to be excited about things. Of 
course I feel highly honored to think 
I am the first woman to become a 
cabinet minister, and I am particular- 
ly pleased to think I now have the 
opportunity to get right down to work 
with the problem which has always 
interested me.” 

King Gives Seals. 


To the great satisfaction of the new 
ministers and all the country, King 
George appeared to bear the physical 
strain of the ceremony today with per- 
fect ease despite his long illness and 
recent indisposition. 

The sovereign received the new min- 
isters one by one. Lord Parmoor, 
lord president of the council, was the 
first to receive his seal. After him 
was the lord chancellor, who was 
given the great seal of England. Mr. 
MacDonald was next and then came 
the others in order of procedure. The 
premier said on leaving the castle that 
the whole ceremony of swearing in 
and kissing the hand of the sovereign 
had appeared to have not the slightest 
ill effect on his majesty. 

At the Downing street meeting the 
ministers heard words of encourage- 
;}ment and guidance from their leader. 
| Beside the eternal fundamental prob- 
lem of finances, the laborites’ most 
outstanding objects of attack will be 
unemployment at home and the ques- 
tion of armaments in dealing with 
‘foreign powers. 

Has Great Support. 

For the task of financing his gov- 
ernment, Mr. MacDonald is generally 
regarded as fortunate to have at the 
exchequer Philip Snowden, long a se- 
rious student of fiscal matters who 
had experience in his post during the 
former labor tenure of power. He 
may have something to do with for- 
eign relations also, for throughout the 
campaign he diligently agitated dis- 
cussion of the international debt set- 
tlements on which he attacked the 
Baldwin government. 

Foreign Minister Henderson is an- 
other veteran of the first labor gov- 
ernment, although he headed another 
department. J. H. Thomas, especially 
designated to fight. the economic bur- 
den of unemployment, is a minister 
who is bound to be consantly in pub- 
lie notice as one of the main supports 
|of the administration. 

Judging by newspaper comments, 
| Prime Minister MacDonald appears 
ito have the good will of even some 
staunch supporters of tory and lib- 
eral groups. This is doubtless owing 
|to the widespread belief in his mod- 
}erate purposes. To remain in offiee 
he will need this support from mem- 
bers in the other parties.

Detroit, Mich., June 8.—The youth 
of today is all right, but talk about 
it runs to extremes, according to 

Henry Ford. 

“Either we denounce young people 
for their wildness, or we talk as if 
youth were already remaking the 
world,” Mr. Ford said. 


“As a matter of fact, youth hasn’t 
done anything in the world yet. It 
has contributed nothing. There is no 
such things as a youth movement. 
There is no religion of youth, or any- 
thing of the kind. There is simply 
youth, with all its promise. And isn't 
that enough? 

“We are leaving to the younger gen- 
eration a better world than we found 
when we came, and they will do the 
same for their suecessors, Why go 
into hysterics about youth? 
cisely the same kind of unbalanced en- 
thusiasm which a little while ago we 
called ‘feminism’-—the idea that the 
world depended on women and noth- 
ing but women. 

“There is a balance of responsibil- 
ity between the sexes, and there is an 
order of the generations,. and all our 
talk cannot upset it. The older gen- 
eration were not dubs, and the young- 
er generation are not gods. Let us 
use common sense in the matter. 

“However, I get a very definite 
pleasure in contemplating the gener- 
ation coming along. I have great faith 
in the youth of today. It is the best 
breed the world has produced thus far. 
It is going to show a large percentage 
of u’efulness than its predecessor, but 
that is because its predecessor has 
provided the means of usefulness, 

Progressing Rapidly. 

‘The world has progressed at an 
amazing pace in the last 20 years, and 
boys and girls have responded to the 
new conditions and influences. They 
have a new outlook. They have new 
and better opportunities than the 
vouth of a generation ago. They are 
becoming more practical, and they 
take in a world so much larger in In- 
terest than the world we learned about 
when we were boys that it is really a 
new world. Living conditions for 
childhood and youth have improved 
tremendously. Why shouldn't we ex- 
pect that youth would find a new 
thrill in life as the result of these 
conditions / 

“People who camplain now that 
youth is wild and irresponsible, aim- 
less except for the purpose of ‘having 
a good time’, should look a little deep-- 
er. The ‘good time’ element is like 
powder—rather superficial; it 
doesn’t represent the true intellectual 
and moral complexion of the-youth of 
today. 

“In my opinion our young people, 
taken as a whole, are less wild and ir- 
responsible than youth of a quarter 
century back. Perhaps they have 
more public ways of being wild nowa- 
days, that’s all. It is because there 
are a thousand interests today to one 
of the old days that youth appears 
‘fast.’ 

Has to be Fast. 

“Tt has to be fast to go the rounds 
of the interesting things and attrac- 
tions that are really legitimate and 
helpful. . But one by one the young 
people exhaust the shallow and dan- 
serous pleasures and eliminate them 
trom their schedule, just as every pre- 


'eeding generation has done, 


“Most of the young people of today 
know perfectly well what is good for 
them and what is not, and most of 
them have character enough to go aft- 
er the good things and leave the 
others alone. ‘There are always 
‘culls’. A young man or woman who 
goes along with the flashy stream, 
never criticising it, never becoming 1n- 
dependent enough to chuck it, becomes 
a ‘cull’, But work is a good cure for 
that. 

“Boys and girls are interested in 
making things, and the uses to whico 
things can be put. They always were. 
Youth is inquisitive, but formerly

Does Its Best. 

“I suppose each generation does its 
best with the facilities it has, but no 
generation has ever had such tacilities 
as the coming one. It will need clear 
purpose and balanced judgment to 
handle its facilities, but it will develop 
these qualities. I have no doubt of it. 

“Concerning youth taking over the 
world, it can do so as soon as it can 
handle it, but no sooner. I have said 
there are not enough brains under 50 
to run it, and I think that is the case. 
Being young does not mean being ex- 
perienced or of balanced judgment.

Hearing on the injunction granted 
recently against the state highway 
department in regard to the extension 
of the bridge over the Withlacoochee 
river at Blue Springs, resulted teday 
in Judge W. E. Thomas deciding that 
future movements must be under the 
protection of adequate bonds. 


After the case had consumed two 
hours in presenting testimony and 
arguments, Judge Thomas ruled that 
the Blue Springs Company, plaintiffs. 
could give a good and sufficient bond 
for any damages which might occur 
against the highway department, and 
if this bond is not given the injunc- 
tion is to be dissolved. However, with 
the posting of the bond the injunction 
order stands until the state highway 
department in turn posts a bond to 
insure the plaintiffs against loss, after 
which the work of constructing the 
bridge may go on. 

In arriving at this out-of-the-ordi- 
nary solution, Judge Thomas observed 
that strong testimony had been pre- 
sented on both sides and that the mat- 
ter was one which- would ultimately 
reach a jury for adjudication, there- 
fore it would not be wise to prevent 
the progress of the work of extending 
the bridge with the plaintiffs ade- 
quately protected by a surety bond, 
with the state also protected from 
damage in the same manner. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
Judge Thomas rendered his decision 
with the understanding that the plain- 
tiffs could file their bond within a 
reasonable time after they had pre- 
pared an order for him to sign. The 
injunction is to stand for a few days 
while the bond is being made. and if 
the bond is not’ provided thew the 
highway department will be at liberty 
to proceed with construction.

FUNDS ARE READY 
FOR FARM RELIEF 


BY CHARLES D. WATKINS, 

Associated Press Staff Writer. 
¢ Washington, June 8,—()— Though 
the farm bill approaching passage in 
congress calls for a huge sum _. of 
money, $500,000,000, the treasury is 
ready to take care of the expendi- 
ture should it be decided to make the 
appropriation available at once. 

Treasury officials said today that 
prospects of congress appropriating 
the money before taking its recess 
would in no way disrupt the financial 
plan of the government. The appro- 
priation is to be provided for the use 
o the federal farm board in the pur- 
chase and storage of surplus crops un- 
til it can dispose of them. 

This appropriation, the bill says, 
shall be made available by congress 
as “soon as practicable” after the 
farm bill is passed. Some members 
of the senate believe President Hoover 
will recommend that the wiole amount 
be appropriated as soon as the bill 
becomes a law. 

Treasury officials looking at the ad- 
ditional expense only from the finan- 
cial end of providing the funds, say 
that even though the money was made 
available at once, it would not be 
withdrawn from the treasury and 
spent before the end of the fiscal year 
on June 30. They expressed the be- 
lief that the federal farm board hardly 
could be organized and begin drawing 
funds before the first of July. 

Taking the view that none of the 
money can be withdrawn from the 
general fund before July 1, officials 


say that action of congress, if it makes 
the fund immediately available, will 
in no way endanger the indicated sur- 
lus in government funds for the 
fiscal year ending June 30. This 
surplus now is expected to be more 
than $100,000,000.

One man came from 
over in Alabama with eight. Some 
of the hounds came from 40 and 
50 miles away. 

They had two races. The dogs 
chase a live fox. You can't fool a fox 
hound with a mechanical rabbit. The 
fox is placed in a wire cage and placed 
on the mechanical arm that carries 
the rabbit around the track. 

The fox hounds were paraded to the 
post by their owners. As soon as they 
got on the track they got wind of the 
fox and their deep baying floated out 
on the still, quiet air. 

No starting box was used. The first 
race was at a half mile. The fox, 
looking quite bored, came sailing by 
in his cage, the owners turned their 
dogs loose and away they went. They 
didn't have the long, smooth strides 
of the greyhound. It was more like 
the short, hopping gait of Clyde Van 
Dusen. The dogs moved along two

Professionals Dock Saturday in New York. 


Hagen Is Proud of Players’ Showing.

New York, June 8.—(AP)—Five great golfers came home today 
from the golfing wars in Europe, furnishing a guard of honor for the 
British open championship cup, which arrived at quarantine for its sixth 


consecutive. annual visit. 


The famous 60-year-old trophy was greeted by 


customs officers as an old friend and given the freedom of the port for 


the eighth time in the last nine years. 


Walter Hagen, who won the Brit- 
ish cup for the fourth time at Muir- 
field last month, was assisted in see- 
ing it safely into the United States 
by Johnny Farrell, Horton Smith, Joe 
Turnesa and Ed. Dudley. The other 


members of the Ryder cup team pre- 
ceded their fellows home. 

Hagen, who captained the Ryder 
cup team, was enthusiastic over the 
widespread travels he and his mates 
enjoyed. Since the team sailed April 
10 members played in Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Italy and the Irish 
Free State. ; 

“We were warmly received every- 
where,” said Hagen. “I was proud 
of the great impression our fellows 
made, both as golfers and sportsmen. 
Our trip did a great deal for golf 
and was good for us, too. 

“Of course I am immensely pleased 
that I was able to win the British 
open for the fourth time. Perhaps 
my experience won for me. 


STANDS WEATHER. 


“T found out long ago that you 
can't do anything about the weather, 
so you have to adapt your game to 
the conditions. The rule governing 
play one day won't work the next.” 

“The Haig’ was asked to explain 
his record-breaking 67 in the second 
round at Muirfield, the lowest 18-hole 
score recorded in the British open. 
“That was one day I avoided doing 
the silly things a fellow ,does when 
he is playing an important round of 
golf—everything I tried worked out.” 

The British champion was enthus- 
iastic over his round at Swindley 
Fore club, near London, with the 
Prince of Wales. 

“The prince is one of the keenest 
students of golf I have ever seen,” 
he said. “He watches everything and 
wants to know why a shot is made a 
certain way. If anything he is over- 
anxious. He gave me the impression 
he was trying to find out all about the 
game overnight. Not exactly impati- 
ent, but very much in earnest in try- 
ing to inform himself. 

‘We went out after luncheon the 
day of our match and he must have 
hit 50 golf balls while I looked on. 
He had a tendency to cut his iron 
shots, but I showed him how to get 
away from this fault by hooking them 
and I’ll bet he is hitting a great ball 
by now.” 

GOES DOWN UNDER. 

Hagen said he regretted that he 
would not be able to return to Great 
Britain next spring to defend the 
title. He plans to make a tour of 
New Zealand and Australia. 

Horton Smith, the baby of the Ry- 
der cup team, returned full of en- 
thusiasm. He liked the parts of Eu- 
rope he saw for the first time, and 
hopes to return next year. 

The bright spot in the Joplin, Mo., 
youngster’s trip came when he scored 
two 66’s in the French professional! 
championship, winning first place on 
his birthday, the next day, with a 72- 
hole score of 273. 

“Yes, the ball got quite a roll at 
St. Cloud,” he said, in accounting 
for his two sensational rounds. “I 
managed to keep out of trouble and 
the ball did the rest. No, I did not 
play with steel shafts. All my steel 
shafted clubs were left in New York.”

DAWSON FAVORED. 


Dawson, unknown in this country 
until his arrival a week ago, by his 
sparkling practice rounds and steady 
play in the St. George’s vase com- 
petition, has established himself as a 
serious challenger for the title. In 
fact he is a co-favorite with T. P. 
Perkins, the champion, in wagering 
this week-end at the St. George's 
clubhouse. 


In appearance and style the Chi- 
cagoan has appealed to Britons as an- 
other Bobby Jones. He has much the 
same stance and pivot and swings his 
clubs with the effortless ease of the 
Atlantan, whom Britons, despite Wal- 
ter Hagen’s recent raid, still recognize 
as the master golfer of them all. 

The native entries include nearly 
all the prominent amateurs, Cyril Tol- 
ley, Roger Wethered.. Robert Harris, 
Dr. William Tweddell, and Sir Ern- 
est Holderness as well as representa- 
tives of Australia, New Zealand, South 
Africa and France.

SLIDE-AWAY’ 
BALL LATEST 
MOUND TRICK 


Blaeholder, of Browns, 
Has American League 
Sluggers Mystified. 


By George Moriarty, 
Big League Umpire.

New York, June 8.—There 
is something. brand-new under 
the baseball sun. As may be 
expected, it is the invention of 
a pitcher. The big leaguers call 
it the “‘slide-away ball.” 


Pitcher George Blaeholder, who 
brought it into the major leagues when 
he made his debut with the St. Louis 
Browns, induces American league bats- 
men to slap many grounders and 
flies at his supporting cast on ac- 
count of it. 

Since Blaeholder started with Dan 
Howley’s team I have often wondered 
what he has been using so success- 
fully. From the side lines he did not 
impress one as a pitcher having fire- 
ball speed, yet he pitched with amaz- 
ing cunning and confidence against 
the most dangerous sluggers. 

I was at a loss to figure how he 
forced eagle-eyed right-handed bats- 
men to lunge at his pitch on the out- 
side corner of the plate; now it is 
obvious. Umpiring balls and strikes 
for Blaeholder lends an entirely dif- 
ferent viewpoint. 

DELIVERY IS NEW. 

With the wide variety of curves in 
use, one harbors the idea that it is 
incredible for a pitcher to find a new 
way for a-delivery to break. se 

To enumerate: The curve ba!) 
sweeps sideways or downward, accord- 
ing to a side-arm or overhanded de- 
livery. The fade-away fades away 
from a right-handed batter. The 
screw-ba]ll screws in toward a right- 
handed hitsmith. The knuckle-ball 
zigzags across a straight line. The 
spitter and sinker break downward 
and the raise ball is the fast one that 
hops up. 

That is a general idea of how the 
various curves function. The sailer- 
ball sails into a southpaw batter and 
away from a right-hander. The “‘slide- 
away ball” is a direct species of the 
sailer-ball; the action is quite similar, 
excepting that the ‘“‘slide-away hall” 
deviates farther from a straight line. 

IT SLIDES AWAY. 

The “slide-away” does exactly what 
it implies. It slides away several 
inches, and inveigles the batter into 
the belief that he is about to swing at 
a straight fast ball. The pitch is most 
effective when it is kept on, or sliglit- 
ly outside of the plate against right- 
handed batsmen, and likewise, on the 
inside corner to deceive the southpaw

swingers. 

Pitcher Blaeholder handles the de- 
livery in masterly fashion, and in a 
large measure it accounts for his suc- 
cess. However, Blaeholder also. uses 


|a sharp curve at intervals, and re- 
|liable control plays no little part in 
i his victories. 


Oddly enough, Pitcher George Uhle, 
is also em- 
“slide-away ball.” 
It has played an important part in 
the nine consecutive games he has 
won. It is probably more of an as- 
set to Uhle than it has been for Blae- 
holder, as: Uhle was a great pitcher 
before he added it to his bag of tricks. 

It is just another idea that has 
been borrowed from its inventor. It 
was the same with the spitball. Elmer 
Stricklet originated the damp fling, 
and Walsh, Chesbro, Grimes, Mitchell, 
Shocker, Coveleskie and others became 
stars by virtue of it. There is a pos- 
sibility that many other pitchers will 
soon be experimenting with this slide- 
away ball. .

Altogether Too Alltruistic. 
A short time ago a story came 
down from Harvard to the effect 


that the Athletic Association had 
determined to raise the sum of $10,- 
000,000 for the perpetual upkeep 
of athletics. The idea, it was ex- 
plained, was to do away with gate 
receipts for Harvard football games 
and other sports at the university. 
This would be a step toward abol- 
ishing the over-emphasis, against 
which there have been strong com- 
plaints, especially between football 
seasons. 


Gate receipts, it seems, form the 
root of all evil in both professional 
and amateur sports. Those con- 
cerned with the overemphasis of 
football and the sordid commercial- 
ism, which they insist is creeping 
into all sports, were just about to 
rejoice when it turned out that 
there was nothing in the _ story. 
There will still be gate receipts at 
Harvard. 

It is unfortunate that there was 
nothing in the announcement. It 
might have led to so much if it had 
been true. Naturally, the idea 
would be followed by the other col- 
leges. It would have shamed con- 
gress into doing something of the 
same sort for the two service acad- 
emies. An appropriation of $20.,- 
000,000 would immediately have 
been voted to be divided equally be- 
tween West Point and Annapolis. 

Instead of collecting gate receipts 
which would go to the support of 
athletic activities of the two service 
academies.there would be no charge 
whatever for games involving the 
Army or the Navy. Instead of the 
gate receipt system the tickets to 
such games would be allotted pro 
rata to each member of congress, 
who would be permitted to distrib- 
ute them at will to his constitu- 
ents. 

If this story only had been true 
it might not have been long before 
the idea would have been taken 
up in professional sports. Colonel 
Jacob Ruppert might have an- 
nounced shortly that he would set 
aside the sum of $10,000,000 in or- 
der that the practice of selling tick- 
ets at the box office might be abol- 
ished. 

There is no doubt the colonel 
would argue that if the custom of 
collecting gate receipts was infect- 
ing the game of intercollegiate foot- 
ball it also must be infecting the 
great national pastime. Certainly, 
this should not be. Egbert Bar- 
row, business manager of the 
Yankees, would proceed immediate- 
ly u the formation of a plan 
for the free distribution of tickets 
to Yankee customers. Natarally.

The plan had possibilities for do- 
ing away with commercialism in 
all of the sports and the arts in 
time. Unfortunately, it was only a 
dream. 


Over the Wires. 


Many a good idea comes out of 
Harvard. Only the other day came 
the announcement that a telegraphic 
transcontinental golf match was be- 
ing arranged between Harvard and 
the University of Oregon. There 
will be no travel involved, accord- 
ing to the dispatch, as the rival 
teams will go out on the same day 
on courses named in adyance, play 
against par and then report to 
each other by telegraph. 

Of course chess and checker 
matches have been played by tele- 
graph and by radio, but the course 
on one checker or chess board is 
much the same as on another. There 
is no difference of wind or weather, 
and there are no bunkers or traps 
on the board. But why quibble? 
It is something new and has possi- 
bilities. 

Under this system track and field 
meets might be held simultaneously 
in all parts of the world. During 
the Yale-Harvard track meet at 
New Haven, California and Stan- 
ford might be meeting at Berkeley, 
Calif., while Oxford and Cambridge 

were meeting in England and a few 
universities in central Europe were 
holding their meets. They al! could 
be competing against par, which 
would mean the established track 
and field records.

Despite the apathy of the past few 
days the combined Associated Press 
average for rails, utilities and indus- 
trials has managed to move higher 
in each session, although the advances 
have been tiny, It now stands half.a 
point above the minimum established 
on May 29.

A 
sprinkling of issues sagged into new 
low ground. 

Commonwealth & Sonthern again 
dominated the trading, 65,800 shares 
being turned over in the two-hour ses- 
sion. Opening at 25 7-8, it eased to 
25 3-4 and closed at 26 3-8 for a frac- 
tional gain on the day. American 
Superpower “A” failed to get above 
200, but tallied a gain of one point 
while the new stock slipped off a frac- 
tion. 

Electric Bond & Share closed with 
a loss of more than a point but Elec- 
tric Investors closed up 1 1-2 points 
at its high price for the day. United 
Gas Improvement issues sold lower, 
but practically all other utilities in- 
volved in the Morgan-Bonbright plans 


stayed above Friday's closing. St. 
Regis Paper rose 2 1-2 points and 
Southeastern Power & Light—one of 
the three companies grouped under 
Commonwealth & Southern—closed up 
2 points at 105. 

Aviation shares were irregularly 
lower but Universal which is starting 
an air-rail service to the Pacific coast 
at $250 a passenger, advanced inde- 
pendently. Western Air Express and 
Fokker lost ground. 

Recapitalization plans of Trans- 
Continental Oil involving the pre- 
ferred stocks sent this issue up more 
than two points to within striking dis- 
tance of the peak price. Gulf moved 
up a fraction, but Humble lost a 
point. 

New lows were established by two 
chain stores—J. C. Penney and Sonth- 
west Stores. The former reported a 
sales increase of more than 8 per cent 
for May, while the latter is engaged 
in an expansion program.

Chicago, June 8.—(P)—After wun- 
precedented turmoil, grain tcaders to< 
day faced likelihood of continued view 
lent price changes pending definite 
disclosure of methods of the coming 
new federal farm board. With wheat 


| harvesting reported as only about two 


weeks off in territory as far north as 
central Kansas, trade authorities here 
expect a neck-and-neck race between 
the board’s activities and the arrival 
of huge quantities of new wheat at 
terminal markets <hat are already 
struggling to take care of the biggest 
Carry-over of old wkeat ever known 
in the United States. 

Largely because of indications, 
however, that the new farm board is 
to be clothed with enough powers 
financially and otherwise to do al- 
most anything, and that under such 
circumstances farmers and country 
dealers will be inclined to hold back 
new wheat as much as possible so as 
to obtain higher prices, the wheat mar- 
ket this morning compared with one 
week back showed 10 3-4 to 11 1-Se 
a bushel gain. Simultaneously, corn 
was 5 5-8 to 9 3-4¢ up, oats 3 1-4 to 
4 1-Sc advanced. and provisions at 
a rise of 7 to 37e. 

An outstanding difficulty, according 
fo prominent Chicago experts, is that 
despite unusual holding back of rural 
supplies, nothing apparently, not even 
the new farm board, can prevent an 
immense early movement of new 
wheat, as there is not enough inter- 
lor storage capacity to handle the 
grain. Moreover, it is hard to see 
how any adequate export outlet is to 


be provided, as advances in price are 
already said to have put the United 
States out of the export trade for at 
least the present. Domestic values of 
wheat being now at a big premium 
in competition with either Canada or 
Argentina. 

Among the compensating factors, 
though, it is being pointed out that 
upturps in the price of wheat and 
other cereals have decidedly improved 
the outlook for general business, as 
wheat values are back to nearly the 
level at which a liberal portion of the 
surplus grain moved to terminal mar- 
kets in 1928. On the other hand, 
suggestions just now that wheat will 
advance to $2 a bushel are apt to 
meet with a smile, Various well-post- 
ed market observers heresay that such 
a figure could only be reached if the 
average world’s price rose to around 
$1.60 a bushel, for even under $1.60 
elsewhere than in this country great 
quantities of wheat from other coun- 
tries would surge into the United 
States, completely overtopping the do- 
mestic high tariff barrier, 

Signs are multiplying that the peak 
of lard stocks has been passed. Be- 
sides, hog arrivals are decreasing, and 
as a rule higher priced corn implies 
advances in provisions,

022,148,000 BUSHELS 


Washington, June 8.—()—This 
years winter wheat crop was placed 
at 622,148,000 bushels by the depart- 
ment of agriculture today as indicated 
from the condition of the erop on 
June 1 which was 79.6 per cent of nor- 
mal, 

Iast year's winter whet crop was 
979,000,000 bushels and the condition 
on June 1 was 73.6. 

Rye production is indicated as 43.,- 
634,000 bushels compared with 41,- 
800,000 bushels last vear and the con- 
dition 83.6 per cent of a normal, com- 
pared with 67.9 last June. 

The condition of spring wheat on 
June 1 was 84.8 per cent of normal, 
compared with 79.0 per cent a year 
ago. Production was not forecast. 

The June 1 condition of other crops 
was: 

Oats 82.0 per cent, compared with 
78.3 a year ago. 

Barley 83.7 compared with 82.7.

Central Georgia Resort Is One of South’s Most Famous. 
Its Curative Waters Attract Thousands Each Year.

There is a special charm that lingers about the old historic spots of 
Georgia—which fact led us to make Indian Springs the objective of last 
Sunday's motor cruise to points of interest around Atlanta. 


Lying at the end of the 70 miles of excellent roads from Atlanta, our 
party found Indian Springs one of the most delightful places the regular 


weekly motor journeys have included. 


On February 8, 1825, Chief McIntosh, leader of the Creek Indians, 
signed a treaty at Indian Springs by which all land west of the Flint river 
was ceded by aborigines to the state of Georgia—and he was promptly 
murdered for his pains by his bandit Indians, who were hostile to the 


provisions. of the document. 


Within 100 yards of the beautiful spring of medicinal water is now 
standing a big boulder from which a Creek chief addressed a council of 
5,000 braves in an effort to prevent enactment of this treaty. This rock 


bears a bronze tablet telling of the historic incident, 


While the Creeks ceded their lands, the treaty carefully provided that 
Indian Springs should always be public property and nothing be done 
to prevent general access to the curative waters. Since then the spring 
has been the property of the state. 


Our party stopped at the Elder House, a cool and homelike hotel in 
a resort community about the springs, and found its service, cuisine and 
general atmosphere delightful. 


We also visited the home of Miss Joe Varner, whose father erected 
the first inn at Indian Springs in the year 1815. Miss Varner lived at 
Indian Springs for 75 years, and her magnificent old home is a veritable 

treasure house of antique furniture and objects of art.

Triplex Glass 
Gets Real Test 


If the hair-spring balance wheel 
of a wateh were increased to the 
size of an automobile and made to 
vibrate against a piece of triplex 
or non-shatterable glass, it could 
work at least eight hours without 
affecting the strength of the glass. 
Tests made by the Underwriters 
laboratories indicate this fact as a 
result of trials which were actually 
twice as severe as the above. In 
the laboratory tests the vibrations 
were maintained for eight hours at 
a speed of 600 a minute, or ten & 
second. A watch ticks only five 
times a second. 

In other severe tests, triplex 
glass is found to stand up success- 
fully under 350 hours of heating at 
120 degrees, under 24 hours of 
heating in water at 150 degrees, 
and under rapid temperature 
changes from the freezing point to 
176 degrees. The point at which 
the triplex would weaken was not 
reached in any of these cases.

But anyone at all familiar with 
the mill-run of denominational] preach- 
ers in these United States is bound 
by knowledge to hoot at the idea of 
regimenting them into the use of 
“canned sermons.’ Their libraries 
are usually overstocked with such 
sermons. The most of them have 
books packed with the sermons of ‘the 
great founders of their cults and the 
great. preachers ‘who have stood like 
“sons of thunder” in the pulpits of 
all the countries of Christendom. 

They could far better read to their 
congregations the sermons of Luther.

But Mrs. Welzmiller did not be- 
come known to housewives through 
her sandwich recipes. A few years 
ago she and a group of women bearded 
the sugar barons about the price of 
sugar. Later Mrs. Welzmiller mothered 
the scheme to place the pusheart mar- 
ket of the East Side under city super- 
vision. She also contradicted Mrs. 
Henry Moskowitz, well-known as an 
adviser to former Governor Smith, 
when Mrs. Moskowitz told the world 
that in brains women were inferior 
to men. 

“There is nothing to prove,” said 
Mrs. Welzmiller to her sisters, “that 
we are not as well able to cope with 
the housing problem or any other 
problem as well as men are.” 
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Reserving Telephone Booths.

Whaling Statien to Mouse Nursery.

He has an 
exhibit of mouse embryos and living 
suckling mice arranged in a series be- 
ginnnig with the mouse egg and con- 
tinuing at 24-hour intervals through 
birth and 
thereafter to the time of weaning, 14 
davs later. 

Every hour the baby mice are taken 
back to their mothers and are fed 
twice daily with fresh milk and a 
mixture of grain, cod-liver oil aud dog 
bread. The mice are weighed every 
day at the same hour. These experi- 
ments strike one as petty until he 
learns how the knowledge gained may 
to improving the human 
race, and then no work seems so im- 
portant.

When the completion of paving be- 
tween Albany and Thomasville was 
celebrated with a motorcade on No- 
vember 22, 1927, Chairman Holder 
made an address at Thomasville in 
which he “reviewed the accomplish- 
ments and forecast the construction 
rogram of the highway department.” 
tere is a verbatim extract from his 
Thomasville speech : 

It the end of 1926 there were 
523.72 miles of paved highways 
in Georgia. It was not until 1927 
that the State Highway Board 
had sufficient funds to put on a 
very comprehensive program of 
paving. There will be completed 
during th» year 127. 500 miles of 
additional paving. There will be 
under construction at the end of 
this year (1927) 100.79 miles of 
paving, which will go into the 
year 1928. There will be paved, 
or put under construction on the 
state aid system in round num- 
bers 600 miles of highway during 
1928. During each subsequent 
year, for the years 1929 and 1950 
at least, this amount of mileage 
will be paved each year. Within 
five years there will be paved, on 
the state aid system, not less than 
4.000 miles. . . . In 1928S there 
will be completed at least four 
great paved highways stretching 
from one border to the other bor- 
der of this state. 

Referring specifically to Route 3, 
which he said the highway board rec: 
ognized as one of the important north- 
‘to-south routes, Mr. Holder said that 
“if there is no upsetting of our pro- 
jected plans,” contracts for more pav- 
ing on Route 3 would be let in the

spring of 1928, 


and “contracts for pave 
ing of the @emainder will be let be- 
fore the end of 1928.” 

That was in November, 1927. 

To what extent have the promises 
then made by the chairman of the 
state highway commission been ful 
filled? 

Long unpaved stertches stiH yawn 
on Route 3 in five counties, and not 
only have no paving contracts been 
let, though 1929 is nearly half gone, 
but there is not a remote hope that 
they will be let this year. ; 

In fact, the letting of any paving 
contracts this year is a forlorn hope. 
When Mr. Holder made the statement 
above quoted, he referred to 100 miles 
of paving which was then (November, 
1927) under construction, and “which 
will go over into the year 1928.” 

Yet the grand total of paving laid 
down in Georgia in 1928 was 252 
miles, including most of the 100 miles, 
carried over from 1927. — In 1928, 
which was the “peak year” of Geor- 
gia highway construction, 3C9 miles of 
paving was put down. 

Consider promise vs. performance.:- 
590 miles in 1927 and GOO miles in 
1928. or 1.190 miles unconditionally 
promised on the basis of the highway 
department's prospective income, as 
against 561 miles of paving actually 
put down in these two years 

And construction and contract: let- 
ting are at a standstill in 1929, for the 
very good reason that the highway de- 
partment has anticipated its revenues 
for the present year, and already owes 
all the money it will get as 1929 in- 
come—a condition which has caused 
the federal government to give the 
state notice that it will furnish no 
more federal aid funds to Georgia 
until satisfactory evidence is furnished 
that such funds can be matched with 
something better than promises te 
ay. 
Georgia has been promised roads till 
the state is sick of promuses. 

Every year is the antechamber to 
the vear when real highway building 


lin the state is “going to begin,” but

in ten years a paltry 1,396 miles have 
been paved, average of less tham 140 
miles a year! And every Georgian 
knows that but for county bond issues 
the record would be infinitely worse, 

We are “fed up” on promises. What 
Georgia needs is paved highways for 
the present generation to use in build- 
ing a greater state, and it is right 
and proper that the next generation 
should help pay for them, as the next 
generation will continue to use them. 

Mr. Holder has been a wonderful 
promiser, but his pay-as-you-go pro- 
gram is a miserable failure.

concerning the law are those when they 
desire to escape jury duty. 

The law is exactly what the thought of 
the community makes it. If it fails to rise 
to a crisis it is not the law, but the com- 
munity, which is lacking. The community 
has failed to sustain the law with its 
brains, has come to regard it as an excel- 
lent device handed down by previous gen- 
erations. So the law, which was capable 
in the past of dealing with situations as 
they arose because it had the active co- 
operation of those past generations, re- 
mains static. And law which is static is 
impotent. : 

It il becomes a citizen to stand upon 
the sidelines jeering and railing at the 
clumsines of the law in dealing with alert, 
well-organized crooks. It is not the law at 
which he is railing and jeering; it is him- 


self, for he is not a spectator, but actually 
is himself the law. No eitizen of the 
United States can stand upon the sidelines 
in such a contest. Either he is a crook, or 
he is, in part, the law. 

“It may seem a paradox,” says Boris 
Brasol in the preface of his “The Elements 
of Crime,” “and yet it is true, that no line 
of human ‘endeavor’ is progressing as rap- 
idly as criminality. The modern criminal, 
especially of the habitual class, is fully 
equipped with all the latest devices of 
technique, and, consequently, criminal ac- 
tivities have assumed a highly proficient 
and at times strictly scientific character.” 


The criminal is an alien only mentally 
and morally. He is not a denizen of some 
remote island. He is living among us, a 
part of the community in a physical sense. 
He may be sitting next to you in the sub- 
way or he may live across the street or 
across the hall. He shares equally with you 
in the scientific advance of the nation. He 
has access to the automobile, to the air- 
plane, and, in New York state at least, far 
readier access to the automatic pistol than 
has the law-abiding citizen. These things 
cannot be kept from him, 


No prohibition will keep him from such 
inventions in ordinary use as are helpful 
in his profession. Severity of penalty, if 
the law is enforced, may drive him from 
one community to another where the pun- 
ishment is less drastic, but it will not drive 
him out of criminality. Carried to the ex- 
treme and enforced throughout the coun- 
try, such penalties merely would intensify 
the bonds of the confederacy of crime and 
render the criminal more desperate when 
confronted with the pefils of arrest. 


Through all the hue and cry and the 
harrying that he gets here and there, the 
criminal counts instinctively upon the 
“breaks.” Without that hope to sustain 
him, the aspect of misfortune when it over- 
took him would be too terrifying to con- 
template. He counts first upon delay, upon 
getting out on bail and not coming to trial 
until the enormity of his offense has been 
somewhat dulled in public memory. After 
that it is up to his “mouthpiece’’—his at- 
torney, versed in the byways of the law. If 
worst comes to worst, there frequently is 
an opportunity to escape the full penalty 
by pleading to some lesser degree of the 
crime, such co-operation on the part of the 
defendant in clearing congested calendars 
often receiving substantial recognition by 
the court. 


If the law were prompt, decisive, certain 
in its enforcement, the criminal could not 
count on getting the “breaks” and the in- 
attention of the citizenry, the atrophy of 
whose sense of responsibility is responsi- 
ble for the impotence of the law. 

However, without doing more here than 
touching upon the necessity of its ultimate 
accomplishment, certain steps may be 
pointed out which will make the somewhat 
unwieldly mechanism of the law more com- 
prehensive to the individual when that 
educational campaign is undertaken and at 
the same time render that mechanism 
somewhat more efficient. All of them are 
in the direction of that localization of re- 
sponsibility which must be the standard 
of the fight against criminality. 

One of the fundamental changes, bearing 
@irectly upon localization of responsibility, 
relates to that feature of our society which 
has caused some alarm among observers 
and is referred to sometimes as centraliza- 
tion of government and sometimes as the 
encroachment of the federal government 
upon state rights. A still better term would 


be the relinquishment of state responsibili- 
ties to the federal government. 

Wholly aside from the question of ef- 
ficiency, it is one of the rights and one 
of the duties of the states to enforce local 
jaws for the protection of their own citi- 
zens. But the question of failure im the 
administration of criminal law is as im- 
portant as in the administration of other 
branches of law. The crook of teday is 
making progress in his business. He makes 
use of the machine gun, the automatic 
pistol and the high-power automobile. Ef- 
ficiency in the administration of the law 
is vital. This is an age of organization; the 
crook has organized. 

In order to bring men to justice nH iz 
necessary that they should be apprehend- 
ed and prosecuted in the community in 
which the crime was committed. That is 
the community whose laws have been vic- 
lated, whose citizens have suffered at the 
hands of the criminal and whose citizens 


will be most available and most alert as 
witnesses in that individual case. The 
shifting of responsibility always is detri- 
mental to efficiency. 

Merely passing the buck—to use the army 
expression—from the jurisdiction of the 
state court to the jurisdiction of the fed- 
eral court does not increase the efficiency 
of the machinery ordinarily used to catch 
the crook. Aside from the availability of 
witnesses, the local state law is possessed 


with many more weapons with which to 
fight and punish the criminal. 
The state district attorney and local 


county prosecutor are supported by the 
police force as a whole in their respective 
communities in the detection and prose- 
cution of crimes. They have larger appro- 
priations for the jurisdiction of their of- 
fices than have the United States attor- 
ney: covering the same jurisdictions. They 
are not oppressed by conflicting state laws, 
whereas the United States attorneys fer 
the same territory are limited as to a)) of 
these things and proceed with the author- 
ity of Washington. 


Continued occupation of the federal dis- 
trict courts with matters that beleng to a 
magistrate’s court will necessarily lower the 
dignity and prestige of the former. These 
factors are already at work. Of course, all 
of these problems have been accentuated 
and made more difficult by the jurisdiction 
of the federal courts in prohibition matters. 

Most of the prohibition cases are in their 
essence police court cases and tax to the 
uttermost the machinery of the federal 
courts. Rightly or wrongly. in order to deal 
with this flood, some of the judges feel 
obliged to institute “bergain days.” On 
these days we are treated to the not very 
inspiring sight of a court of justice ne- 
gotiating with the accused and having the 
punishment imposed measured by the 
necessity of clearing the docket. 


Interstate traffic in stolen articles has 
fallen within the province of the federal 
government, though the basic offense is 
purely local—a theft. A car is stolen in 
New York, and sold in Nevada, where it is 
discovered and the thief or his agent ar- 
rested. The theft occurred in New York 
and, logically, New York should be the seat 
of prosecution. Early jealousies and later 
inattention, however, have rendered the 
processes of New York courts impotent in 


Nevada. A New York court cannot sum- 
mon witnesses from Nevada. So. instead 
of being prosecuted for the theft in the 


community where it occurred, the thie! is 
prosecuted in the federal court in Nevada 


for interstate traffic in stolen porperty, 
Responsibility has been shifted and dif- 
fused, the resentment of the community 


against which the thief offended has been 
delegated to the federal government. 

Such a state of affairs is inefficient and 
unnecessary and contributes to negligence. 
It is possible for states to enter into 
treaties or agreements concerning the re- 
turn of criminals and witnesses which 
would simplify things greatly and bring 
criminais home to be tried. 

We have not yet fully realized the pos- 
sibilities of such compacts between states 
which, approved by congress, offer areal so- 
lution to many of the difficulties, includ- 
ing criminal jurisdiction, heretofore consid- 
ered impossible of settlement. 

There are instances of its application: 
The compact for the construction of Boulder 
Dam recently approved by congress: the 
Rio Grande controversy among the states 
of, New Mexico, Colorado and Texas; the

South Platte river compact between Colo- 
rado and Nebraska. MDlustrative of this 
point is the statute by which approval was 
given to an agreement by Wisconsin, Thli- 
nois and Michigan as to their criminal 
jurisdiction of Lake Michigan. New York 
and Vermont are parties to an ancient 
treaty covering this very point—the trans- 
portation of witnesses in a criminal action 
from one state to the other. 
Co-operation among a)] the states would 
relieve the federal courts of such burdens 
as the prosecution of automobile thieves 


and those who steal from freight cars en- 


gaged in interstate commerce. It is the 
primary offense for which the criminal 
should be prosecuted, not the secondary of- 
fense, and the place of prosecution should 
be the place where the crime was commit- 
ted and the court should be the local court 
of that place. 

Another law, local im its application, 
which has been foisted upon the federal 
government for enforcement, is that for- 
bidding traffic in narcotic drugs. Yet. New 
York state has no narcotic law. Traffick- 


ers in narcotics are dealt with by the fed- 
eral government. Whether the man is a 
smuggier of drugs from foreign countries 
or a petty peddie;, it is to the federal gov- 
ernment that he is brought for punish- 
ment. Certainly the city drug peddler 
ought to be brought under the jurisdiction 
of the immediate community. ‘ 

Owing partly to the first settlers’ heri- 
tage of oppression and recollections of 
such monstrous judicial figures as Chief 
Justice Jeffreys and partly to a natural 
antipathy to things English during the 
early formative period of our government, 
the United States from the first has sought 
earnestly to safeguard the rights of the in- 
dividual in the criminal courts. 


We were the first to give felons the right 
to defense by counsel, a right which Eng- 
land did not recognize until well into the 
nineteenth century; the first to develop a 
system of criminal appeal, which England 
did not have until 1907, and the first to 
take the witness 
stand in his own defense. a privilege 
which felons did not attain in England un- 
til 1898. 


No one today would deny the justice of 
such innovations, but the spirit which in- 
spired their adoption has been permitted 
so wide a latitude that our courts have 
become arenas where rival lawyers con- 
tend with technicalities as their weapons 


and the judges play the part of referees. 


Experts in this or that are called to the 
witness stand frequently, it appears, more 
with. the idea of putting up a smoke 
screen that may obscure unfavorable de- 
velopments rather than of throwing any 
real light upon the proceedings. Comment 
upon the failure of the defendant to take 
the stand is forbidden and legislation re- 
cently was introduced to prevent federal 
judges from expressing personal opinions 
as to the credibility of witnesses or the 
weight of testimony. 


The power of the court to comment 
upon facts seems to rest upon the common 
law and first was denied by statute in 
North Carolina in 1796. Other states fol- 
lowed the example of North Carolina and 
the old common law rule permitting com- 
ment upon fact and expression of views 
upon the evidence ‘in the judge's charge 
survives probably in not more than a dozen 
States. 

Such legislation doubtless grew out of 
the recolkction of abuses of power on the 
bench in England, a flagrant example of 
which was the conduct of Chief Justice 
Jeffrevs who, in 1688, in the trial of the 
aged Lady Lisle, accused of treason in har- 
boring a fugitive rebel after the battle of 
Sedgemoor, was found guilty only after the 
chief justice had refused three times to ac- 
cept an acquittal and had threatened the 
jury with attainder. 

General hostility to England in the early 
days of our nation was another factor in 
the attitude of our early lawmakers. and 
a not unimportant one was the conduct of 
many federal judges in the United States 
between 1795 and 1810, when the federalist 
party had emploved the alien and sedition 
law to strengthen its position. 

The conduct of certain judges presiding 
at sedition and libel trials in those days 
did much to revive the ancient fear of a 
tyrannical bench. The situation came to 
a head in 1805 in the impeachment and 
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acquittal of Justice Chase as a result of 
his overbearing demeanor at the trials of 
Fries and Callender. 

Those days have passed. Physically fhe 
country has been knit together by the de- 
velopment of means of communication un- 
til it is more compact today than was 
Connecticut or Massachusetts a century 
and a quarter ago. The action of a judge 
on the bench in New England is known 
on the Pacific coast within a few hours. 
He is elevated to a position where the 
whole nation may scrutinize his every act 
if it will. A Chief Justice Jeffreys is im- 
possibile today. 

England, so far behind us in the days 
when conditions contributed to abuse of 
power om the bench, is now ahead of us 
in the administration of justice, if not 
fully abreast of the times. In the indict- 
ments act of 1915 England adopted a series 
of rules with regard to forms of indict- 
ments, setting forth sample forms to be 
deemed sufficient. Provision is made for a 
rule committee of judges and lawyers which 
has power to alter any of the rules relat- 
ing to the form of indictment set forth in 
the schecule of the act. The court is em- 
powered at any time before or during trial 
to make any orders which it sees fit for 
the amendment of a defective indictment. 
The adoption oi such procedure in this 
country would mean a heavy reduction in 
trial calendars and an immediate speed- 
ing up of the administration of justice. 


Not only is the appellate court given 
power to make any necessary amendment 
to the indictment, but it is also given au- 
thority to deal with the punishment im- 
posed by the lower court. It not only may 
reduce the punishment—it may increase it. 
There is lese chance of a criminal appeal- 
ing upon a technicality or for the purpose 
of delay if he realizes that he runs the 


chance of having his punishment in- 
creased. 
However, crime may be influenced by 


climatic or cultural or economic conditions, 
the causes of crime are still in doubt and 
involve a consideration not only of re- 
ligion, but of ecomomics, education and 
sociology. Undoubtedly there are causes 
beyond the control of the individual]. but 
common experience recognizes the difficul- 
ty of too easy generalization and indicates 
that most criminals are much like other 
men. They have been similarly endowed 
with a sense of personal responsibility. and 
it is only by gradual steps of disintegration 
that thev have fallen. 

Certainly one great moving force in the 
commission of crime is the desire to ob- 
tain something by force or craft or deceit 
rather than by work. In my experience as 
district atiorney I was frequently im- 
pressed with the parents of young crimi- 
nals—-steady. saving, good living, simple 
people. They were content to spend hard 
days of work and put aside the simple sav- 
ings from their labor. But the younger 
men, seeing others of their own age in 
easier or luxurious positions, sought to 
reach that place by more direct methods, 
and they in turn would become dope ped- 
diers, bootieggers or gunmen. 

It is doubtful if scientific treatment can 
deal squarely with this evil. The only 
finally effective deterrent is moral educa- 
tion and betterment. 

But while we do not seem able to deal 
definitely and certainly with the underly- 
ing causes of lawlessness, there are certain 
methods of procedure for combating viola- 
tions of the law that may make the prob- 


lem less difficult. The object of criminal 
procedure always is punishment. That pun- 
ishment is inflicted not as retribution or. 


redress, but as an example. To make that 


example effective greater stress should be 
laid upon the fact that punishment be 
Summary, certain and impartial, rather 


than dilatory and uncertain, although per- 
haps severe. To accomplish this our meth- 
ods must be simple and direct. 

Shortening and simplifying the processes 
of criminal! law. extending the power of the 
judge upon the bench, enforcing loca) laws 
locally instead of through the already en- 
cumbered federal courts, developing a sense 
of responsibility in the individual citizen, 
in the community and in its judicia) of- 
ficers—tinese are the steps which wil! bring 
about the control of criminality.

We were going too fast, but this was a 
racing car. I glanced at the speedometer. 
Seventy-two miles, I calculated. “Armand,” 
I said gently, but the reproach went un- 
heard. We roared down the night. Yes, 
with Tennyson, we went “running along 
the illimitable inane.” A good phrase that; 
a good car, a good driver. Speed—it was 
the greatest gift of the twentieth century. 


The circle of light swept ahead of us. 
And then, suddenly something leaped into 
that circle. It was a high wall, an im- 
mense wall, with a double iron gate. An 
avenue beyond continued the road, but the 
high sates were shut. The main road took 
a left angle turn from sight.: A hundred, 
fifty, thirty feet! The headlights flooded 
the stone wall, the gatekeeper’s lodge.

I am not a brave man. The artistic 
temperament endows the mind with too 
much imagination. If cowards die many 
times before their death, poets have un- 
countable intimations of mortality.

This 
was Death. I was clear-headed, cool. I 
thought rapidiy, detachedly. We were do- 
ing over seventy miles an hour. The gates 
of this chateau were twenty feet high, of 
iron. The walls were of massive masonry. 
This turn in the road should be well mark- 
ed. After this tragedy they would mark it. 
There would be headlines in the press. I 
was thirty-four, and they would talk about 
a promising career cut short. Egotist. Ar- 
mand was somebody, too. I was content 
now that the one I most loved in this hfe 
had been taken from me six months ago. 
She would be spared this event. The crash 
would be terrific against that wall. It would 
be quite impossible to turn. A glance ex- 
changed between us acknowledged the 
truth. I covered my face. The crash came. 
Then silence. 

So this was Death, the thing speculated 
upon, discussed so much: this absolute si- 
Jenee after the roar of the engine, the ter- 
rific crash. And now nothing—not anv 
pain, not any feeling nothing but thought, 
and thought’without speculation, as though 
all the questions were answered. I recall- 
ed Sir Oliver Lodge, walking the deck in 
mid-ocean. “It admits no question—I 
know!” he affirmed, a little petulant with 
my doubt. Scudding clouds blotted the 
stars, the wind howled over the wintry At- 
lantic. The old fellow was right, then, 
if this was Death, so clear, so calm. 

I not only felt no pain. I saw, too. What 
was the thing I saw? It was something 
white, fluttering. A—but no! A _ shirt? 
Yes, a dress shirt. How ludicrous, undig- 
nified! And it was not alone, there were 
collars and other things scattered over the 
greund. That was my portmanteau gaping 


there. Then I was not dead! 

“Cecil, are you hurt?” said a voice. I re- 
peated my companion’s question. “Mais 
nen! C'est formidable!” he cried. 

Miraculous, surely. We sat there in a 


screeniess, roofless, almost bodyless car. We 
began to feel our limbs. We stepped cau- 
theusiy forth from the wrecked tonneau. 
In the darkness we could see little. One of 
the gates stood open, its lower half broken. 
I leoked at one of the detached, twisted 
bars. It was so heavy I could not lift it. 
iron, not wood, as I had come to surmise. 
These were voices now. Villagers who 
had heard the crash came toward our 
bodies. Lanterns anf’ a truck for the 
corpses. We had to laugh. How far was 
it to the nearest garage? Five minutes 
only. “Always I am fortunate, mon cher,” 
said Armand. But the village gendarme, 
having inspected the gate, the remains of 
the car and ourselves, wiped his brow. 
The house party at the chateau had gone 
in to dinner, after waiting for us. So with- 
out changing, and with apologies for our 
lateness, we joined them, having resolved 
for the time to say nothing of ovwr accident. 
And then the strange thing happened 
the presence of those lovely ladies, in that 
room exquisite with Gothic mille-fleurs 
tapestries, golden candle shades, silverware.

And here we explained our lateness, amid 
cries of amazement. Tomorrow we would 
all go to the scene of our miraculous es- 
cape. They were the gates of the Chateau 
de Rambouillet, the country heme of the 
president. A republican stronghold, In a 
sense. 


And still I talked. Never was my mind 
so quick, my phrasing so apt. by imagina- 
tion sowagiie. At 11 I retired to my room, 
borne up by a strange elation. A few min- 
utes later, Armand burst in. I was mar- 
velous! They had been enthralled! He was 
proud of me. How did I do it? Never had 
he— But I was tired. He would go. 

Tired! It was something beyond physi- 
ca] fatigue. I lay in bed and surveyed my 
beautiful room. Rose damask curtains 
scared to a canopy above me. On a tap- 
estry backcloth hung a framed Madonna 
and Child, by a pupil of Flippo Lippi, if 
not Lippi himself. The Aubusson carpet 
giowed under the shaded lights of the 
dressing table. It was one of those lace- 
Jooped tables with a leaning mirror, such 
as actresses affect in their dressing rooms. 
Before such a table La Pompadour might 
have sat. 


What a strange day, a strange ending, 
and what an incredible creature I was. How 
I had talked! But I knew it was not my- 
self. Some other creature had put that dis- 
position on. I was not sure of myself even 
now. In this setting, enthroned on my bed 
of state, I felt I was going to give birth to 
the Dauphin. Anything was possible. I 
had become a puppet of drama. 

And then utter fatigue svept down on me, 
and something like unconsciousness claim- 
ed me, as it should have claimed me earlier. 

On one other occasion I had been con- 
scious of a feeling of unreality, of my mind 
as a detached thing observing the acts of 
a puppet body. This time the scene was 
not set by my imagination or nervous ex- 
citement. It was a setting as deliberate as 
that of a stage. Indeed, it was a stage de- 
Signed for a life that has never escaped 
from its passion for drama. The villa on 
Lake Garda’s shore, with its blue sweep of 
water, its cliff-menaced background, where 
I found Gabriele d'Annunzio, was in itself 
part of a tragi-comedy. 

At this time, in the year 1923, he was 


still the world’s most pieturescue and er- 
ratic figure. His tenancy of Fiume had 
elements of the heroic and the ridiculous. 
A dispossessed Danish artist thundered in 
vain against the distinguished usurper. The 
villa had been taken over by the Italian 
government during the war. It became the 
temporary retreat of its most honored citi- 
zen. When the citizen showed such a lik- 
ing for his lakeside eerie there was no gov- 
ernment powerful enough, even had it been 
desirous, to evict that one-eyed eagle, the 
beating of whose luminous wings had been 
the glory of Italy. 


Let the angry artist evoke international 
law and the protecticu of Legations! Was 
there not a housing shortage in Europe, 
and did not the great man honor Lake 
Garda’s famed shore? More famed now, 
as the excited passengers on each Riva- 
bound steamer demonstrated by their 
crowding to the taffrail in the hope of ob- 
taining one glimpse of |‘llustrissimo. 

So the poet kept court in his villa on 
Garda. My reception in this setting of 
beauty and glory made me feel] as an en- 
voy detached from the army of Charles V, 
newly come over the Alps, a conqueror 
anxious to pay tribute to a pen that had 
proved mightier than a sword, though the 
sword had not been nerveless in that hand. 


The face I knew, with its quite bald 
dome, its aquiline beak, lustrous eyes and 
contemptuous mouth. It had passed into 
contemporary history along with a name 
thet flamed like a medieval banner. 
Strange irony that the bankrupt poet of 
Paris should, in the rotation of Time, have 
become the plague of its most solemn coun- 
cils, baffling presidents and prime minis- 
ters with that youth-intoxicated army at 
Fiume. 

The half-naked, superbly arrogant arditi 
caught their flame of defiance from the 
most arrogant of all—the bald, one-eyed 
vulture, bird of prey on the Austrian 
heights, over the_ Austrian capital, where 
his engine droned in its pamphieteering 
mission. And, ere that, the Austrian wa- 
ters had quivered with his sure thrust of 
torpedoed steel. Words and weapons were 
alike in his passionate. extravagant use. 
“Tl Fuoco,” he had called the story of his 
most tempestuous love. The Flame might 
well be the symbol of his life.

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His talk in that garden where the sun- 
set ebbed in such splendor, matched the 
scene. With swift hands, restless as the 
wings of a fluttered bird, the voice resonant 
with interchange of emotion, the eves 
quickly glowing and so quickly dead—all 
these things betokened the _ wild spirit 
beating in that sadly shabby cage of de- 
crepit flesh. But I forgot the cage, the 
song was stil] so splendid. 

He came and went with the fitfulness ol 
a bird busy with some secret weaving. He 
was writing. he said, slowly, but as he had 
never written before. He crushed his blue- 
veined hands in emphasis of the power he 
was commanding, then tossed them like a 
falconer, throwing his pest at inspiration. 
And vou believed he was inspired. The la- 
dies walking that garden, the slim secre- 
taries who came and went, the graceful 
hounds whose white bodies flitted ghostily 
amid the dark boles of the cypresses—they 
were al] pressed into this service of in- 
spiration, vou felt. 

Every day boxes of books arrived, such 
old books that their perished leather gave 
a tang to the close-shuttered rooms. Tney 
came from old monasteries, poverty-bitten 
palazzi and castelli, with yellowed pages, 
printed in Latin or settecento type. Vel- 
lums gaudily initialed, missals, the rakings 
from a thousand libraries, what were they 
for? Did D’Annunzio seek the formula of 
the elixir? At last I discovered the rea- 
son of this strange brew. He was distill- 
ing from it a new prose. Whenever a rare 
word, an archaic relic lurked in the vel- 
lowed pages, he extracted it to enrich a 
new vocabulary that was to echo with the- 
splendors of mcdieval Italian. New glands 
for the enfeebled body of modern prose. 

A day came when, in a mood so strange 
that a spiritual malaise brooded over the 
house. he beckoned me to follow through 
the dark labyrinth of salons. Newly come 
from the fierce azure of silver with which 
the morning broke, and the bay speech of 
an ample Amaryllis who had sported with 
me in the shade of those Italian cypresses 
which always seem like the scenic proper- 
ties of a Gordon Craig mood, I was all un- 
prepared for the dark revelation before me. 

A low door opened and I stood in a sma!l 
chamber that must have been lined on 
walls. floors and ceiling with black velvet, 
so soft and voluptuously black it was. Be- 
fore me on a plinth lay a sinall object 
draped in spotiess lawn. D'Annunzio stood 
behind it, and with the grave gesture of a 
bishop performing a sacred office, slowiy 
lifted the vei). Two hands carved in white 
marble were revealed. They were inter- 
twined and of a delicacy whose beauty 
caught at the heart. Marble they were to 
the vision, but flesh they were to the mind 
—such flesh. sensitive, palpitating and with 
human brief expressed in every contour. 

Looking at my host in the wonder of the 
moment I beheld grief in the eyes of the 
poet who regarded silently this 
of beauty. And I knew then whose hands 
thev were. I had seen them living, as they 
had once lifted a shawl in the tense silence 
of a theater, and thereby endowed a simple 
gesture with the immortality of beauty. The 
hands of Duse, unforgettable as the voice 
of Duse. 

In unbroken silence we left the temple of

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HE scrambled nationalities in 
Roxie’s blood current may have 
been partiy responsible for get- 
ting her into The House of Guid- 
ance.

Stupidest Pirates In History 


A Story of Brutal Hatchet-Killer---By Charles B. Driscoll 


IRACY wasn't exactly a high-brow 
occupation, but you seldom found 
morons engaged in it. The men 
who organized piratical expedi- 
tions and scoured the seas for prey were 
generally natural leaders, wholly fearless, 
and possessed of much cunning and orig- 
inality. In general, I should say that the 
genuine high-seas pirate of the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries was far superior 
in brains, personality and character to the 
best of our hijackers of today. 


But when you come to study the crimes 
of casual piracy that were committed by 
mutinous seamen who had not sufficient 
imagination to fly the black flag or run out 
the plank, vou not infrequently discover 
the Blundering of the ordinary criminal 
mind. 


I do not think I have ever found evi- 


dence of more stupidity among criminals of . 


the high seas than characterized the crime 
of Charles Marchant and Sylvester Col- 
son, who sent the Boston sehooner Fairy 
to her doom in Nova Scotia waters, in 1826. 


Colson was a common sailor of Boston, 
and has no claim to the designation ol 
pirate, aside from the commission of the 
one crime aboard the Fairy. He was an 
ordinary, cowardly, unimaginative fellow. 
and he followed the leadership of Mar- 
chant because that was the easiest thing 
to do. 


Marchant had a little more color in his 
personality. He was a big, hulking son ot 
the sea. with massive shoulders, shaggy 
long hair, and heavy, brutal countenance. 
He had heavy. overhanging eyebrows that 
gave his deep-set eyes a peculiarly sin- 
ister appearance. He wassthe sort of figure 
you'd not enjoy meeting in the twilight, 
unless there were two or three policemen 
within call. 


Marchant was born in Dover, England. 
He had grown up on shipboard. While he 
was still quite a youngster one of his voy- 
ages took him to New Orleans, and there 
he became one of Jean Lafitte’s merry 
pirates. He served under Lafitte as a com- 
mon seaman and killer. He wasn't intel- 
ligent enough to be a good gunner, but he 
achieved considerable skill in handling a 
light axe with a short handle. In board- 
ing parties, Marchant used to go plung- 
ing down the deck of a prize vessel, strik- 
ing right and left with his deadly axe, 
cleaving open the heads of men, women 
and children, without ever stopping to give 
more than one blow of an individual. His 
rush was like that of an infuriated bull, 
and he never stopped until he drew up 
against some obstruction that wasn’t hu- 
man. He never heard or heeded orders, 
once he started off on a boarding adven- 
ture, and Jean Lafitte himself couldn't 
make Marchant stop splitting the skulls of 
surrendered captives. 

At the Battle of New Orleans, Marchant 
was a tower of strength to the hard-press- 


ed Americans. He split many a British 
skull that dav. and that night he slept 
the profound and serene sleep of a justi- 
fied patriot. Although he was really a 
British subject. his master had told him 
to fight for the Americans so that all the 
New Orleans pirates might win a presi-

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OT SO.many years ago a man with 
$500 in his pocket could have be- 
come the sole owner of any one of 
dozens of western abandoned min- 
ing camps. It would have been his—houses, 
barns, holes-in-the-ground, ore dumps, 
everything. For population he would have 
had perhaps magpies and certainly pack 
rats doing nothing all day long but carry- 
Ing chips from one end of the camp to the 
other. 

And probably the investment would have 
been a good one. For almost any day now 
you can pick up a western newspaper and 
find this headline: 

GHOST TOWN -* 
| COMING BACK 


The mining west is spotted with those 
Ghost Towns—Towns of Hope that sprang 
up literally overnight, only to be complete- 
ly abandened two or three months later. 
One day they were so overpopulated that 
astute gentlemen placed chairs under God’s 
pines and charged 25 cents nightly for the 
privilege of attempted slumber; a week, a 
month, several months later, and they were 
shuttered and deserted except for a mag- 
pie or two and some benighted prospector 
who insisted upon hoping. Like tombstones 
they stood through the west—marking the 
death of men's dreams. 

When those towns were in the hey-dey, 
great holes were pierced into the sides of 
the enduring mountains. Mounds of what 
was called “worthless ore’ made ugly heaps 
slithering gulchward—mounds that stood 
through the years to explain the sudden 
death of the towns built round about. 

Within the last few years something por- 
tentous has happened. There is a sound 
about the camps these days. It is an abrupt 
staccato, busy sound, as though nothing 
could interfere with the persistent chug- 
gine rhythm of steady work. You hear it 
on these very dumps, and standing in the 
sun outside those gaping holes in the 
mountainside, it issues from the earth it- 
self. 

For the spirit of life has come back to the 
Ghost Towns. Camps which had dwindled 
from an overflow population of standing 
room only to a few scattered inhabitants, 
are leaping, literally leaping, to such pop- 
ulation figures as 1.500. 

“GOLD!” 

The magic cry, which down through the 
centuries has set men’s blood boiling in a 
mad fever for sudden wealth, has echoed 
now and again across the hills and through 
the valleys of the west, causing sporadic 
baby rushes. That was to be expected, with 
all the renewed activity. But while those 
bubbles swell and burst, the steady rhythm 
of persistent work goes on. 

Yes, there are aspects of a boom: but 
the mining man will not tolerate such a 
suggestion. He calls it a “revival.” and says 
that “it was bound to come.” 

In Colorado the discovery of new deposits 
is reported almost weekly. At least twenty- 
five mines will be reopened or expanded 
before the summer is over, while more and 
more concentrating mills are going up to 
take care of growing production. Among 
the mines which are taking on new life 


are those at Leadville, which until the last 
few years had fallen far from their days 
of glory. They include the famous Smug- 
gier mrine at Telluride, which will reopen 
shortly with ore predicted to last 100 years 
and assays finding pockets worth $4,000 a 
ton. Even Cripple Creek, the most dis- 
couraged-looking of them all, is stirring. 

In 1927, for the first time since 1923, Wy- 
oming began again to mine non-ferrous 
metals from which gold and silver bullion 
was produced. A few months ago, Cali- 
fornia, in the dumps for many years, re- 
ported about thirty instances of renewed 
activity. 

The latest United States Geological Sur- 
vey report announces extensive operations 
in Oregon, Montana, Utah, Idaho, Nevada, 
South Dakota, in New Mexico, where the 
increase in production has been climbing 
steadily since 1921, and in Arizona, where 
“in 1926 the production of silver not only 
increased but exceeded all past. reeords,” 
together with increased production of gen- 
eral ores. 

Yes, the ghost towns of the mining west 
are coming back—and they are bringing 
the glamour of the “old days” back with 
them. 

Perhaps there aren't any stories today to 
equal the tales of those glamourous days 
when General Grant and his daughter, Nel- 
lie, went to Denver and a twenty-foot pave- 
ment of solid silver bricks, each worth 
about $1,700, was laid from stage coach to 
hotel for the feet of the _ distinguished 
guests Oy the story of the English peer, 
who. to celebrate his acquittal for shoot- 
ing a man who laughed at his extremely 
English costume, was host at a dinner that 
cost $100 a plate. When the guests could 
eat—and drink—no more his lordship call- 
ed in every hackman in the city and load- 
ed him with bottles of champagne. For 
three days Denver was treated to run- 
aways, drivers saluting each other with pis- 
tol-like reports of popping corks or play- 
fully cracking bottles on each other's heads. 

But dont get the idea that the romance 
and glamour of the “old days” are gone 
forever. They arent. The Rockies and the 
Sierras hold as mighty a thrill at this mo- 
ment as they did in the days when the cry 
of “Gold!"’ was heard throughout the world. 

It was no longer than three months ago 
that I was in a mining town and wistfully 
said to a barkeeper, “Well, vou don't have 
any shooting around here any more.” 

“Not more than a couple a night, 
stranger.” With a lightning motion that 
would shame a Bill Hart he covered me 
with a hair-raising six-shooter. When I 
arose again he had taken from the drawer 
a 45 shell, empty.

Nowadays every mining camp has a con- 
centration mill close by which perferms this 
valuable office and thus saves the shipper 
Smelting penalties which formerly would 
have made him a bankrupt. 

To put it into figures: Take a ton of 
low-grade ore that would have brought 
about $9.60 before the prospector’s wife 
noticed the glittering soapsuds. Nowadays 
that ore can be treated at the concentrat- 
ing mill for approximately $4.25 a ton. Say 
that the ore runs $1.80 in gold, $5.38 in 
Silver, $12 in lead and $5 in zinc. That 
makes a total of $24.18 on one ton of ore. 
The cost of the selective process and the 
freight on that ton will not be more than 
$7. To that has to be added the cost of 
smelting. And the miner nets considerable 
more than he got for the crude ore for- 
merly. 

A fine on rebellious ore now is rare. It 
is hard to pay a fine of fifty cents a ton 
for ore having 10 per cent zinc in it, for 
example, and then have the zinc wasted, 
so to speak. Nothing is wasted now—not 
even the pig’s whistle, as they say in the 
abattoir. They even have smoke bags in 
the smelters to catch the last precious bit 
of metal which formerly went literally up 
in smoke. 

Thanks to the selective process, produc-

Since both lead and iznc are used in the 


copper alloys of brass and bronze, the de- 
mand for them is also constant and the 
prices are good. Here again the times cre- 
ate the demand—the call for lead for bat- 
teries to supply radios, airplanes and auto- 
mobiles. 


As it happens, there is a great shortage 
of gold, and gold, of course, is the money 
of ultimate redemption. The whole world 
production is considerably under what it 
was in 1916, and Europe alone needs twice 
as much as she did before the war. Gold 
and silver, therefore, must be mined in in- 
creasing quantities. The United States 
Geological Survey points out that there is 
plenty to be found—there are $2,900,000,000 
in gold reserves alone beneath our soil— 
and that with'n the next twenty years, “if 
economic conditions continue,” $800,000,000 
of this amount may be produced. Much of 
this gold will be taken from new territory, 
for less than half of the mineral fields of 
the nation have been prospected. 


There are high hopes of an even greater 
activity in silver, zinc and lead mi-we@. Ef- 
forts are being made to get a protective 
tariff on silver to keep out Mexico's silver, 
mined by cheap labor. Since we do not 
now preduce half of the silver we use, it is 
felt that a nominal tariff would bring to 
life again all the rest of the Ghost Towns 
of the west. 


An industrial metal which has given the 
west—Celorado in particular—a share of 
the mining impetus is molybdenum, used 
to harden steel. Eighty-five per cent of 
the molybdenum supply used in the United 
States comes from the Climax mine at the 
top of the world, while business is so brisk 
at the Royal Tiger, near Breckenridge, that 
the next census will show the population of 


that town to be 1,500—larger than the 
present population of the entire county. 
Thirty million tons of the ore have been 


blocked out here. Tungsten and vanadium, 
bleod cousins to molybdenum, are also in- 
creasingly necessary.

If science has changed mining ffom 
rushes to steady development, so has sci- 
ence changed prospecting from guess work 
to a near certainty. In former days the 
prospectors went by intuition rather than 
sense. They just jumped out. They had 
what they thought was a “nose” for metals. 
Sometimes they did, sometimes they didn’t. 
Some would gopher near a strike. Others 
would go off by themselves looking for a 
float—a broken-off piece of the desired 
metal. If they found a float they would 
begin to trace deposits here and there, like 
a hound on a scent, going up and up, some- 
times for miles. The float probably was 
brought down by glacial action or torren- 
tials. More often than not they failed to 
find the mother vein. Others looked for 
croppings, going along with their eyes glued 
to the ground. It was mostly guess work. 


Teday, if the prospector is intelligent, he 
will go to a government office and find out 
likely places to prespect. Not only is metal- 
lurgy well aware of fields, but it has de- 
veloped sensitive instruments far more ac- 
curate and just as “almost human” as the 
now defunct divining rod. Claims are stak- 
ed out now just as they were in other times. 

It's plain to be seen from all this that 
there are plenty of thrills in the old hills 
yet——plenty of prospecting to be done. It’s 
as easy or as hard as one’s sense of adven- 
ture chooses to make it. A commissioner 
of mines in any mining state will quote 
such figures upon the thousands of square 
miles of mineralized territory still unpros- 
pected as will make a man’s head swim. 
He will say that barely one-quarter of the 
mineralized territory in his state has been 
prespected. He will say that this territory 
centains innumerable veins running ita 
every direction, crossing and cutting each 
ether, carrying all the precious and indus- 
trial metals.

On September 27, the day after this visit, 
Erdman disappeared from college.

To Christ Olson he wrote: 


~ “Just a few lines to let you know that I 
will no longer be at Gale after tonight. I 
am going to make myself scarce enough, 
so you cannot find me or Clara from now 
on as far as I am concérned. Just where 
she is is my business at present, and after 
the bunch of lip I got from you @unday 
I'm not caring a great deal either. I be- 
lieve she is all right in health and such, 
bufwwhere she is I cannot say. I might be 
a liar when I said she was in St. Paul, 
but I can’t prove she is right now, but it 
wouldn’t hurt to find out by going up 
there. I am leaving because I don’t like 
the idea of the sheriff coming up here if 
I couldn’t find her. I'll be back when she 
comes back. 


After this the idea of murder was ac- 
cepted generally, and a county-wide search 
for the body began. Albert Olson hired 
an attorney and a detective and prepared 
to defend his son. Christ Olson said he 
would spend $10,000 if necessary to avenge 
his daughter’s death. L. M. Shearer, a 
Madison detective, came into the case for 
Albert Olson. Even now, in the light of 
subsequent developments, he is not con- 
vincea that Erdman is guitty. 

Before the body of Clara was found, the 
story of Christ Olson’s dream was current 
in the county, according to Shearer. He 
sa#ys Olsen teid him and others that he hed 
dreamed that his girl was dead, that she 
had been beaten to death, that she was 


/ ~puried in a shallow grave face downwards, 


and that this grave was near the Albert 
Olsen farm. Later, when all this proved 
true, Christ Olson denied it. It was a pe- 
cultar dream, and people were talking 
about it. It was too close to reality. Christ 
said some newspaper man had improved on 
his dream, which really was that he had 

his daughter lying dead in a gutter 
near Viroqua. That would be a natural 
thought. 


On December 2 Charles Brown, leading 
a group of ex-service men On a search 
through the woods near the Albert Olson 
place, found the body. He had not heard 
of the dream, he says. He is something 
of a woodsman, and he was scouting in 
a patch of timer known as Hogback ridge, 
about half a mile by road from the Olson 
place, but much nearer by crosscut. This 
is a fine trysting place for young couples 
in the summer time, and it is thought that 
Erdman and Clara used to meet here. 


Snow had fallen since the lovers sat 
there, and the bare branches of the oaks 
creaked with frost. Bown first noticed a 
piece of yellow clay on a fallan branch. 
This clay, he knew, was subsoil and not 
natural on top of a limb. The weeds and 
brambles were bent and looked as though 
they had been disturbed. He next saw a 
piece of turf that had been turned over. 
He poked around with a stick and struck 
the heel of a woman's shoe a few inches 
below the surface.

~— Bown thought the grave could have been 
dug in about twenty minutes, but that it 
would have taken an hour at least to fix 
the body and the earth and the turf in 
the careful way in which it was found. 

Clara was fully clothed, even to rubbers. 
She had on a brown woolen coat, a red 
sweater, and her best silk dress, a dark 
green one with lace yoke and short sleeves. 
Abe had dressed in her best for her secret 
wedding. Her string of imitation pearls 
was broken, and she wore a breastpin and 
a ring of gold on her right hand. Her 
purse was empty, but folded tight over her 
breast were two letters from Erdman. One 
she had received the day she left home. 
The other was blurred, but it was probably 
an earlier love letter, one that she could 
not bear to destroy as he had directed. 

The examination of physicians showed 
she had been killed by blows, probably by 
one blow on the head, struck from behind 
with a blunt instrument.

The letter which was found there is the 
basis of the verdict by the coroner’s jury 
that she had come to her death by the hand 
of Erdman Olson. | 

In this letter Erdman told her that the

to go te the Seneca dance hall between 9 
and 10 o'clock, leave there, and walk up 
the street to meet him.

Erdman 
came home at 1:15 o'clock, his mother 
testified. His car showed no signs of mud 
or blood or struggle. His clothes were 
clean. He came into the kitchen, had a 
bite of lunch, and turned on the radio be- 
fore going to bed. 

His family testified that the next day 
he worked all day in the tobacco harvest 
with his father and the hired man, also 
on the llth. On the 12th he returned to 
college. 

Search was made for a possible accom- 
plice. It was reported that Erdman had 
driven away from the dance hall late at 
night with another boy who wore glasses. 
This was never verified. 

The case dragged on with no develop- 
ments. The Albert Olsons pressed the gov- 
ernor for investigation, and Joseph Messer- 
schmidt, assistant «ttorney general, was as- 
signed to the case a year later. He came 
to the conclusion, which was concurred in 
by Attorney General Reynolds, that “not 
a single circumstance in the case raises a 
doubt in my mind as to the guilt of Erd- 
man.” He added in his report that “it ts 
unbelievable that any one of the Christ 
Olson family could be implicated in any 
way,” and said the killing and the burial 
could have been done without an accom- 
plice. This report was used as the basis 
of an effort to get the state to offer a 
large reward for the apprehension of Erd- 
man, but this has not been done.

It seems certain that Erdman left the 
dance hall on the night of September 9 
and drove to the Olson farm to meet Clara. 
Whether ‘he actually met her, whether 
some one else killed her, or, if he was the 
slayer, some one else helped him, remain 
unanswered questions.

mst the human body, the insanity 
phase of murder is constantly assuming 
more and more significance. It is a rare 
murder nowadays for which tje attorneys 
do not attempt some sort of insanity de- 
fense. 


Sometimes the defendant testifies that 
he or she killed while in a daze, or that 


after the struggle for the weapon, “every- 
thing went blank.’ Usually.there is some 
one to testify that the defendant had a fall 
and hurt his or her head as an infant, 
the assumption being that something hap- 
pened at the time to unbalance the child's 
mentality. 

Sometimes the defendant was backward 
at school, sometimes unusually bright— 
either condition can be made to show lack 
of balance. When the defense can afford 
it, we have the spectacle of a parade ol 
emident doctors telling about the defend- 
ant’s endocrine glands and - mental reac- 
tions—and for every defense doctor there 
is a prosecution doctor of equal eminence 
to disagree with him. 

With all this confusion among the ex- 
perts, what are we to expect of the juries 
in a murder trial? 

When the alienists themselves cannot 
reach any common ground, how can we 
expect twelve laymen to settle the question 
with any degree of finality? The Jurymen 
may have certain ideas as to how an in- 
sane person acts, but after he has been 
dragged through a perfect maze pf techni- 
cal medical findings and opinions, many 
of them conflicting, he finds he has some- 
thing of a problem on his hands. 

The case of Charles T. Davis. wealthy 
Brooklyn manufacturer, forms an interest- 
ing study in connection with this problem. 

Was Davis insane at the time he killed, 
or was it merely a case of bad temper? 
If he was insane, then, naturally, he was 
not responsible for his act. If he was not 
insane, if his act occurred during nothing 
more than a fit of temper, then he was 
legally responsible. 

The defense in this case tried to show 
from the very beginning that Davis was not 
in his right senses at the time of the trag- 
edy and had not been for some years be- 
fore. The state held that, regardless of his 
eccentricities, he knew right from wrong 
and was therefore eligible for imprisonment 
or death. According to the defense he was 
a sick man. According to the state he was 
an egotist with a very nasty temper. 

Charles T. Davis was born in Washing- 
ton, D. C., in 1880, and married Miss Hen- 
rietta Roseller in 1902. Subsequently they 
settled in the Bay Ridge section of Brook- 
lyn, later moving with their two children 
to the Flatbush section. As _ the 
passed Davis gradually built up a prosper- 
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ous concern which manufactured 
instruments. 

According to the wife’s testimony Davis 
for a long time before the fatal shooting 
in his office, on February 17, 1921, had cer- 
tain phobias—that is, certain morbid fears 
regarding his health and person.

She said it was about 1910 that he began 
to fret about everything. He appeared to 
have a deep-seated dread of germs. He in-

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RN THE past few years frequent dis- 
tress signals or warning cvies or 
something have been sent out by 
the medical elders in reference to 
the popular fad of eating bran or unre- 
fined wheat. Persons who have gastric or 
duodenal ulcers or colitis or other chronic 
trouble in the ailmentary tract have been 
especially cautioned to go easy with the 
rough stuff, as it is so iritating and in- 
digestible. 


I have always believed, and now I might 
almost say I know, this is the veriest bunk. 
Not that I count myself a better doctor 


than any doctor who may have subscribed 
to these warnings given the public. But 
just the same I venture to say that in my 
judgment the old guard are as wrong about 
this'as they are about “exposure lowering 
resistance.” I am quite sure that the old 
guard are all wrong when they obstinately 
cling to that quaint theory that getting 
one’s feet wet or wearing insufficient cloth- 
ing or getting chilled in any way renders 
one more vulnerable to respiratory infec- 
tion. They have never been able to sub- 
stantiate this funny fancy with scientific 
evidence, though they have tried hard 
enough to educe such evidence. However, 
lack of scientific evidence is a trifle of no 
significance at all to an old timer, an old 
fogy, in our great profession. If he has 
plenty of noble company he dismisses that 
shortcoming lightly enough and relies upon 
mere positive asservation and vague insin- 
uations that “science fully warrants” what- 
ever funny notions he seeks to have the 
public believe. And the public seems to 
accept this sort of argument. At any rate, 
the layman never asks a spokesman for 
the old guard to be a trifle more explicit 


in citing the scientific evidence that “fully 
warrants” his assurance that exposure low- 
ers resistance or robs an individual of im- 
munity. 

Just now there is a good deal of un- 
easiness among the old guard about their 
unhappy attitude toward the eating of 
bran and the inclusion of other roughage 
in the diet of one who already has some 
troubi= in the digestive tract. This un- 
easiness is caused by a voice crying in the 
wilderness, McCarrison’s voice. McCarri- 
son gently but firmly suggests that maybe 
the reason why so many people in these 
United States and Canadian provinces have 
gastric or duodenal ulcers, colitis, cholecys- 
titis, and the like, is that people confined 
too much to a “refined” diet do not get 
sufficient Vitamin B and Vitamin C to pro- 
tect them from infections of the gastro- 
intestinal tract. Then Hindhede, the great 
Danish nutrition physiologist, speaks out of 
turn, as it were, and Hindhede tells us that 
men do better on a diet of whole wheat 
bread and margarine than they do on white 
bread and margarine, which he ascribes to 
the bran that is included in the whole 
wheat. The bran, Hindhede explains, con- 
tains protein of high value to supplement 
the inferior protein in the white kernel of 
the wheat. Hindhede further finds that 
bran is digested as theroughly by man as 
it is by domestic animals. 

McCarrison, Hindhede and Brady, there- 
fore, are in accord. No joking, now, I mean 
this. Let’s see what McCollum says about 
it—-I should like to include Professor Mc- 
Collum in our little circle if he will fit in 
here anywhere. Elmer V. McCollum, I 
mean, the distinguished co-author of “Fo«d, 
Nutrition and Health,” and perhaps the 
foremost authority in America on vitamins 


and such things. Alas and alack, on page 
99 of this fine little book Professor McCol- 
lum ‘he isn’t a physician, you understand, 
but just a biological or nutrition chemist) 
lines up with the old guard and says 
“coarse articles, as bran, which have been 
eaten by people for the correction of con- 
Stipation, are so harsh as to cause some ir- 
ritation of the intestine. Bran is .espe- 
cially to be avoided where colitis exists.” 
So the professor is definitely out of it— 
and incidentally I am sure he is as wrong 
about this as he usually is about any strict- 
ly medical question, though in his own 
province Dr. McCollum has the most ex- 
asperating habit of being right about every- 
thing. I'm disappointed to find that Mc- 
Collum is on the wrong side of this little 
controversy, but I hoped to have from Mc- 
Collum & Simmonds (‘the co-authors and 
publishers of the book mentioned) at least 
the assurance that bran contains Vita- 
min B. 

Lest you suspect I am _ suffering from 
megalomania let me say right here that I 
probably would not know a vitamin if I 
were to catch one—and for that matter, I 
don’t believe anybody else would, just at 
present, for no one has as yet isolated, 
analyzed or definitely determined the na- 
ture of a vitamin. Ah, but science, in this 
instance, really does “fully warrant” the 
belief that vitamins happen and that we 
can't live and thrive and grow and be well 
without them. 

Vitamin B, present in bran, is abundant 
in all kinds of root and leafy vegetables, 
fruits, whole cereal grains, yeast, fruits, 
and in liver and kidney. It is not destroy- 
ed by ordinary cooking, though prolonged 
heating, especially in a pressure cooker, will 
destroy it. The addition of much soda to

one of the foremost lawyers in the coun- 
try, to lead the defense. 


Mrs. Bridgetts, widow of the slain de- 
tective, brought suit for $100,000 damages 
a few weeks after the tragedy. Davis 
evAttually paid Mrs. Bridgetts $15,000 and 
McGlene and Horan $5,000 each. 


The trial was postponed pending the ap- 
pointment of a lunacy commission. Six 
alienists were named late in May and on 
June 10 announced their findings. - 


Charles Davis, they assured Supreme 
Court Justice Van Siclen, was insane._They 
had examined him thoroughly, looked into 
his past life and behavior, and come to 
the positive conclusion that he had not 
been responsible for his actions that aft- 
ernoon of February 17th. He appeared to 
be a paranoiac, they said, suffering from 
delusions. It was during a period of de- 
lusion, in their opinion, that he had fired 
at Bridgetts. 


On June 22, 1921, Davis was committed 
to the Mattewan state hospital for the 
criminal insane. 


Thus ends Part 1 of the Davis case. 

Part 2 opens almost two years later with 
the announcement that two alienists, sent 
at the request of District Attorney Dodd, 
of Brooklyn, had examined the patient at 
Mattewa/ft and found him “much improv- 
ed.” ‘It was said that a report would be 
made to Supreme Court Justice Joseph 
Morschauser within a few days, when ha- 
beas corpus proceedings would be started 
to free him. 


The hearings were held in Poughkeepsie. 
Dr. Menas Gregory and Dr. Carlos F. Mc- 
Donald, two of New York's most dis- 
tinguished alienists, testified that Davis had 
recovered his normal mental state and was 
therefore eligible for trial. 


vwtien he was found insane in 1921, the 
lunacy commission had stated that Davis 
would be a danger to society were he ever 
to be released from an asylum. But now 
Dr. Gregory said he didn’t think a man of 
his type would be a menace, that he was 
highly intelligent and extremely regretful 
wf what had happened. 


“This itself would be a deterrent to any 
Possible recurrence,” said the alienist. 

Mrs. Davis sat near her husband during 
the hearings. From time to time he touch- 
ed her hand as though the mere contact 
gave him strength. She had spent many 
hours with him in the asylum, and had 


!

even hired a cottage te be near him, at the 
same time taking part in the management 
of her husband’s business. 

Other alienists testified, some to the ef- 
fect that Davis had not recovered. Then 
Dr. Raymond C. F. Kieb, superintendent 
of Mattewan, and two other staff physi- 
cians, stated that in their opinion Davis 
was now sane and able to distinguish be- 


tween right and wrong. Their testimony 
seemed to bear considerable weight with 
the court. The case was adjourned until 
October. 


The outcome of all this was the trial 
of Charles T. Davis for the murder of 
Joseph Bridgetts. 

The trial opened on March 3, 1925, be- 
fore Justice William B. Carswell in the 
Brooklyn supreme court. The state’s case 
was in charge of Assistant District Attor- 
ney James Cuff. Herbert C. Smythe was 
trial counsel for the defense. 

Davis, pallid, thin, nervous, dressed in 
black, would make no statement except 
that he felt confident he would be acquit- 
ted. 

Prosecutor Cuff summoned McGlone and 
others to relate what had happened the 
day of the shooting, much as it has already 
been narrated here. Then the defense 
opened with witnesses to prove its conten- 
tion that Davis, while now sane, had been 
temporarily insane at the time of the 
crime. 

Mrs. Davis told of her husband's eccen- 
tricities. The defendant's uncle, George H. 
Davis, told of the Davis family history. He 
said that the accused man’s father had 
died in an insane asylum. George Davis 
admitted that he himself hadn't been alto- 
gether right mentally in his younger days. 
In fact, the family had been rather unbal- 
anced for generations. 

The state struck the defense a blow by 
winning admisisons from Frederick Noet- 
ling. a voung employe of Davis and son of 
a friend of the manufacturer, that he 
(Noetling) had led to protect Davis when 
questioned after the shooting, and that Da- 
vis after the shooting had suggested that 
they pour whisxy into Bridgetts’ mouth to 
Show that he had been drinking when he 
entered the office. 

Defense Attorney Smythe asked Dr. Wii- 
liam P. Pritchard, a defense alienist, a hy- 
pothetical question, covering all the eccen- 
tricities and actions of Davis, and at the 
conclusion asked the doctor if, in his opin- 


ion, considering all these facts, Davis at 
the time of the crime was insane. 

“He was insane,” replied Pritchard. 

The expert stated that his questions and 
physical tests showed that Davis was pale 
in color and had peculiar muscular activi- 
ties, such as wiping his nose, wiping his 
fingers around the collar, and other con- 
vulsive movements described as “tics.” 


The case went to the jury on March ll. 


Justice Carswell in his charge made no 
allowance for a verdict of not guilty. He 
said that the verdicts open to the jury 
were acquittal on the grounds of insanity, 
or first or second degree murder or man- 
slaughter. He said it was for the jury to 
decide whether Bridgetts had been a tres- 
passer when he entered Davis’ office. 

“IT want to point out,” said the court, 
“that Davis was justified in using some 
force in ejecting Bridgetts from his office, 
but whether he used undue force is for you 
to say. 

“You must also consider whether his act 
was the result of defective reasoning, and 
whether a process of defective reasoning 
caused the various acts attributed to the 
defendant before and after the killing, as 
testified at the trial. You must also give 
full consideration to the report of the 
lunacy commission of six experts, in June 
of 1921, which resulted in the commitment 
of this defendant to an asylum.” 

The jury deliberated six hours. Its ver- 
dict was—guilty of manslaughter in the 
first degree. 

Justice Carswell gave his opinion of the 
defendant on March 20, when he sentenced 
him. The court intimated that but for his 
wealth Davis would very likely have found 
himself in much more serious trouble. He 
said the convicted man was an egotist of 
the most advanced tvpe. 

“There is no excuse,” stated Justice 
Carswell, “for a man of high intelligence 
and of the culture of this man. I would 
rather excuse a man of low intelligence.” 

He sentenced the prisoner to the max- 
imum penalty under the law, ten to twen- 
ty years in Sing Sing. By subtracting the 
time spent in jail and in Mattewan, this 


would make his term of imprisonment 
about three years. 
Davis was transferred subsequently to 


Dannemora. He is still there. He is due 
to be released this coming August 
Recently the prisoner, through. his at- 
torneys, filed a surprising action in the 
Brooklivn supreme court against his wif.

Where the dietary is largely limited to 
white flour, refined corn meal, polished 
rice, starch, sugar, muscle meats, fats and 
oils of animal or vegetable origin, there is 
likely to be a shortage of Vitamin B. How's 
dietary in this respect? 
Wdh't a bran mash all around pe a 
pleasant change for ‘em? 

There may be individual cases, under 
medical treatment, in which it would be 
unwise for the patient to eat bran in any 
form, or to eat the skins of baked potatoes 
or other horse feed. If you’re under med- 
ical care, follow your doctor's orders. But 
I earnestly advise all who are not under 
the direction of a physician, and especially 
all who have or think they have gastric or 
duodenal ulcer or any form of colitis, and 
all who are victims of the constipation 
habit, to make liberal use of wheat bran in 
the diet and never mind the quaint imag- 
ination of the old time, doctor that such 
food is “irritating” or “indigestible.” 

I'm no prophet even far from my own 
country. But I venture to anticipate the 
discovery that whole raw flaxseeds, taken 
daily in quantities varying from a small 
teaspoonful or more, contain some principle 
at present not clearly recognized that is 
curative in many cases of colitis associated 
with constipation. I believe the same prin- 
ciple is present in wheat bran, though not 
in the same abundance as in whole, un- 
ground, raw flaxseeds.

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It developed that, years ago, he had turned 
over to his wife all his stock in Davis & 
Greck, Inc., the concern of which he was 
head at the time of the shooting. Ac- 
cording to his suit, he was insane at the 
time he did this, and therefore the transfer 
was illegal. 


The wife appeared to be profoundly 
shocked by this latest development in the 
story of Charles Davis. She said she had 
succeeded, since her husband's arrest, in 
raising the surplus of the company from 
$57,000 to $600,000. 

“We began together,” she told an inter- 
viewer. “We started with $500. I always 
thought that building up the business was 
for him as well as for me.” 


She could not restrain her tears. 

“I moved to Mattewan and lived in @ 
cottage a mile from the men’s ward to be 
near him,” she said. “I have gone through 
a great deal. I never thought once of leav- 
ing him or living separately from him when 
he should be free.” 


More recently Davis contended. that 
Cornelius H. Cuszynski. who became man- 
ager of Davis and Geck, Mnic., in the years 
following the Bridgetts tfagedy, had been 
assuming too important role in the busi- 
ness. Davis, it seemed, ha@ hired detectives 
to investigate matters. 


He asserted that his wife siiscnstitetes 
an offer of $1,800,000 for the business, that 
Manager Cuszynski was the one who was 
negotiating for the sale, and he asked for 
an injunction to prevent this. 

But all this is yet to be threshed out. 
As matters stand now, Davis stands in a 
more unfavorable light than ever.
